PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill shall 
be received by the House after the first 10 
days of each Session, nor may any Private 
Bill be presented to the House after the first 
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three weeks of each Session, nor may any 
report of any Standing or Select Committee 
upon a Private Bill be received after the first 
four weeks of each Session, and no motion 
for the suspension or modification of this 
Standing Order shall be entertained by the 
House until the same has been reported on 
by the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to the 
House. And if this rule shall be suspended 
or modified as aforesaid, the promoters of 
any Private Bill which is presented after the 
time hereinbefore limited, or for which the 
petition has been received after the time 
hereinbefore limited, shall in either case pay 
double the fees required in respect of such 
Bill by this rule, unless the House shall 
order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the Clerk 
of the House, eight clear days before the 
opening of the Session. 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) a copy of the petition to be presented 

to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, with 
publication proved by a statutory 
declaration of affidavit to the satis- 
faction of the Clerk of the House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill and 
petition the applicant shall also pay to the 
Clerk of the House the sum of $300.

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such a 
nature that it may particularly affect one or 
more electoral districts, the notice shall fur- 
thermore be published once a week if possi- 
ble in some newspaper in every electoral 
district affected, or if there be no newspaper 
published therein, then in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the electoral district nearest 
thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of four 
weeks during the interval of time between 
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the close of the next preceding Session and 
the consideration of the petition, 


101. Every petition signed by an agent or 
attorney in fact shall be accompanied by the 
authority of such agent or attorney in fact, 
and the petition shall not be deemed to be 
filed with the Clerk until this is done. 


102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the erec- 
tion of a toll bridge is received by the House,

If amendments are 
made to any Bill during its progress before 
the Committee on Private Bills, or through 
the House, such Bill shall be reprinted by 
the promoters.

ON the recommendation of the under- 
signed, the Lieutenant Governor, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Executive 
Council, orders that the attached regulations 
of the Council of Physiotherapists and Mas- 
sage Practitioners are approved.

Pursuant to the provisions of section 225 
of the Physiotherapists Act, chapter 327 of 
the Revised Statutes of British Columbia, 
1979, the Council of Physiotherapists and 
Massage Practitioners order that the follow- 
ing regulations be made: 


PART A. GENERAL 
Article 1. Interpretation 


In this regulation 

“Act” means the Physiotherapists Act; 

““Section’” means those members of the 
association classified under section 3 
(a), (b) or (c) of the Act, as appropriate. 


Article 2. Terms of Office of Council 
Members 


2.1 Council members shall hold office 
for 2 years. 


2.2 Each member of the council shall be 
eligible to hold office for a maximum of 4 
consecutive years. 


2.3 A member of council who has held 
office for 4 consecutive years is not eligible 
for re-election to the council for a period of 2 
years from the date of completing his term of 
office. 


Article 3. Duties of Officers 


3.1 The President, or in his absence, the 
Vice-President, or in his absence, any other 
member of the council chosen by resolu- 
tion, shall preside at all meetings of the 
council and all general meetings of the asso- 
ciation. 


3.2 The council shall appoint a Secretary 
and a Treasurer, or a Secretary-Treasurer, 
and fix the remuneration. 


3.3 The council may require the Secre- 
tary and the Treasurer to be bonded with a 
surety company at the expense of the asso- 
ciation. 


3.4 The Secretary shall carry on the 
business of the council and the Treasurer 
shall handle the funds of the council; or a 
Secretary-Treasurer shall carry out the du- 
ties of both offices. 
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3.5 The Secretary shall maintain at the 
office of the council a register of members 
registered under each Part of the Act and 
indicate, for each member, whether the 
member is an active member or inactive 
member. 

3.6 The Secretary shall keep a record of 
all meetings of the council, conduct corre- 
spondence and, at each council meeting, 
present the minutes of the previous meeting 
for the council’s approval. 

3.7 Approved minutes of council meet- 
ings shall be signed by the President and the 
Secretary. 


Article 4. Council Meetings 

4.1 The council shall meet no less than 
10 times annually. If a quorum is not present 
after the expiration of 30 minutes from the 
time fixed for the meeting, the council 
members may adjourn the meeting and, not- 
withstanding Article 4.3 of this Part, fix the 
time and place of such adjourned meeting. 

4.2 The President 

(a) may call a meeting of the council, 

(b) shall call a meeting of the council 
upon receipt of a written request from 
2 or more members of the council, 
and the date of the meeting shall be 
not later than 2 weeks after receipt of 
the request, 

(c) may call a special meeting for the 
purpose of considering suspension or 
cancellation of a member’s registra- 
tion. 


4.3 The locale of a council meeting shall 
be fixed by the President. 


Article 5. Seal 


5.1 The seal of the association shall con- 
tain the words ‘‘Association of Phy- 
siotherapists and Massage Practitioners of 
British Columbia.” 


5.2 The Secretary has custody of the 
seal. 


5.3 The seal of the association may be 
affixed to any document required to be 
sealed. 


5.4 The seal of the association shall be 
affixed by the President, Vice-President or 
Treasurer where authorized by resolution of 
the council. 


Article 6. General Meetings 


6.1 The annual general meeting of the 
association shall be held in March of each 
year, at such time and place in the Province 
as the council decides, and other ordinary 
meetings may be held as the discretion of the 
council. 


6.2 Meetings of the association shall be 
called by the Secretary if authorized by res- 
olution of the council, or if requested to do 
so by petition signed by 20% of the mem- 
bers and setting forth the purpose of the 
meeting. 

6.3 The order of business at general 
meetings of the association shall be fixed by 
the council. 

6.4 Voting by members shall be by show 
of hands except where a secret ballot is re- 
quested by a majority of the members. 


6.5 All votes shall be given personally, 
provided that those members who are un- 
able to attend may vote by proxy on the 
following conditions: 

(a) the instrument appointing a proxy 
shall be in writing and be deposited at 
the head office of the association not 
less than 3 clear days before the day 
of the meeting, in default of which 
the proxy is invalid; 

(b) no person shall act as proxy unless he 
is entitled on his own behalf to attend 
and vote; 

(c) no proxy shall confer power of sub- 
stitution; 

(d) aproxy shall be in the form the coun- 
cil decides; 

(e) a proxy shall not be received unless 
all fees due to the association by the 
person signing the proxy are paid 10 
days prior to the meeting at which the 
proxy is to be issued. 


6.6 Except as these regulations other- 
wise provide, Robert’s Rules of Order, 
Revised, shall govern the procedures at 
meetings of the association. 


6.7 The Secretary shall mail to each 
member of the association at the latest ad- 
dress appearing on the register, at least 14 
days prior to the meeting, a notice stating 
the time, place, and purpose of that meet- 


ing. 


Article 7. Applications for Membership 


7.1 Every application for membership in 
the association shall be submitted to the 
Secretary and shall be in the form approved 
by the council. 


7.2 All applications shall be considered 
by the council. 


Article 8. Examination Fees 


8.1 A candidate presenting himself for 
examination under the applicable regula- 
tions shall deposit an examination fee of 
$100 with the Treasurer at least one month 
prior to the examination. 


8.2 A candidate who passes the exam- 
ination shall pay a proportion of the annual 
fee prorated to the end of the fiscal year. 


8.3 The examination fee is forfeited in 
the event of a candidate failing to present 
himself for examination unless excused by 
the council. 


Article 9. Certificate of Membership 


9.1 A certificate of membership shall be 
issued to all successful applicants for mem- 
bership. 


9.2 A lost certificate may be replaced by 
the Secretary upon proof of loss and pay- 
ment of the fee fixed by council. 


Article 10. Membership 


10.1 Each member of the association 
shall pay to the Secretary or a person author- 
ized by the council the annual fee of $60 
which is payable on the first day of January 
in the year for which it is imposed. 


10.2 On payment by the member of the 


annual fee, a receipt and membership card 
shall be issued. 


10.3 A member in good standing may 
notify the Council in writing that he wishes 
to have his name removed from the register 
and that member may be reinstated within 5 
years of that date without an examination by 
paying the current membership fee. 

10.4 A member of the association has the 
right to inspect the register of the association 
at the office of the Secretary at a time mutu- 
ally agreed upon by the member and the 
Secretary. 

10.5 A member who is under investiga- 
tion shall not have his name removed from 
the register. 

10.6 A member who is under investiga- 
tion shall not be transferred from one Sec- 
tion to another until the investigation has 
been completed. 

Article 11. Committees 

11.1 The council shall appoint the fol- 
lowing standing committees: 

(a) finance; 

(b) fee negotiation; 

(c) ways and means. 

11.2 One council member from each 
Section shall sit on each committee and the 
council may appoint one other member 
from each Section to sit on the committee. 

11.3 The chairperson for each commit- 
tee shall be a council member and shall 
report on the committee activities at each 
council meeting. 

11.4 The chairperson of the finance 
committee shall, on behalf of the council, 
oversee financial matters of the association, 
including the budgets, and submit a report 
to the annual meeting. 


PART B. FINANCE 
Article 1. Accounting 


1.1 The Treasurer shall keep proper rec- 
ords and accounts of the council’s transac- 
tions. 


Article 2. Transactions 


2.1 The bank or credit union of the asso- 
ciation shall be appointed by resolution of 
the council. All cheques and promissory 
notes shall be signed by any 2 of the follow- 
ing: the President, the Treasurer and a coun- 
cil member. 


2.2 All sums of money, whether arising 
from fees or otherwise, shall be paid to the 
Treasurer. 


2.3 All funds of the association shall be 
deposited in the association’s bank or credit 
union account in the form received. 


2.4 Association funds may only be dis- 
bursed as authorized by resolution of the 
council. 


2.5 Money received by the Treasurer 
shall be applied by the Treasurer towards 
registration and other administrative ex- 
penses of the association, and thereafter 
may be distributed by the council, on the 
recommendation of the finance committee, 
to each Section. 


2.6 An audited annual statement shall be 
prepared, signed and submitted to the fi- 
nance committee of council for the purpose 
of reviewing the distribution of funds. 
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Article 3. Investments 


3.1 The council may, by a two-thirds 
majority vote, invest funds not expended 
under Article 2.5 of this Part in lawful se- 
curities for the establishment of trust funds 
in the name of the association and may 
change those investments. 


3.2 All income derived from invested 
funds shall be added to and become part of 
the ordinary income of the association. 


Article 4. Audit 


4.1 Each year the membership at the an- 
nual general meeting shall appoint an au- 
ditor for the following year. 


4.2 The council shall fix the remunera- 
tion of the auditor. 


4.3 The auditor shall audit the accounts 
of the association annually. 


4.4 A copy of the audited account shall 
be included with the members’ notice of the 
annual general meeting. 


4.5 The auditor may be requested by the 
membership to be in attendance at the an- 
nual general meeting. 


PART C. DISCIPLINE 
Article 1. Penalties 


1.1 The council may cancel the registra- 
tion of any member for failure to pay the 
annual membership fee, or other assessed 
costs approved by the membership, within 
60 days of the date on which the fee or 
assessed costs become payable. 


1.2 The council may suspend or cancel 
the registration of any member for 

(a) unprofessional conduct, 

(b) professional negligence incurred in 
the course of carrying out profes- 
sional duties, 

(c) incompetence, or 

(d) employing a person who is not a 
member of the association to perform 
a duty, service or operation reserved 
to members under the Act. 

1.3 The council shall suspend or cancel 
the registration of a member for gross in- 
competence in performing a duty, service or 
operation reserved to members under the 
Act. 

1.4 The suspension of a member’s regis- 
tration shall be for the period of time spec- 
ified by council. 


Article 2. Complaints 

2.1 Upon receipt of a written complaint 
against a member, council shall, within 5 
working days, refer the complaint to the 
Board of the Section against whose member 
the complaint was made. 


Article 3. Registration Review Panel 


3.1 The registration review panel is com- 
posed of the members of council. 


3.2 Notwithstanding Article 3.1 above, 
where 
(a) the registration review panel has 
commenced a hearing into the sus- 
pension or cancellation of a mem- 
ber’s registration, and 


(b) the membership of council is 
changed at an annual general meet- 
ing prior to the conclusion of that 
hearing, 

the registration review panel shall continue 
to be composed of the members of council 
as constituted prior to the annual general 
meeting for the purposes of, and until the 
conclusion of, that hearing. 


3.3 The quorum of the registration re- 
view panel is 6 members. 


3.4 Where the Board of a Section recom- 
mends the suspension or cancellation of a 
member’s registration to the council, the 
registration review panel shall consider the 
findings and recommendations of the Board 
in a meeting convened for that purpose and 
may 

(a) refer the case back to the Board for 

further investigation and report, or 

(b) issue a citation against the member. 

3.5 Where a citation is issued, the regis- 
tration review panel shall hold a hearing and 
send by registered mail to the respondent at 
the latest address appearing on the register a 
notice of the hearing and a copy of the cita- 
tion. 


3.6 The registration review panel shall 
allow at least 14 days between the date of 
sending the notice and the date fixed for the 
hearing. 


Article 4. The Citation and Notice 


4.1 A citation shall be drawn by the Pres- 
ident. 


4.2 A copy of these regulations respect- 
ing the procedure to be followed at the hear- 
ing of a citation shall accompany the citation 
and the respondent shall be advised that the 
respondent’s appearance before the registra- 
tion review panel may be the sole oppor- 
tunity to present evidence and call wit- 
nesses. 


4.3 The citation shall state: 

(a) the details of the alleged misconduct, 
negligence or incompetence, and 

(b) the nature of the evidence in support 
thereof. 


4.4 The notice shall state the date, time 
and place of the hearing. 


Article 5. Hearings 


5.1 Where a citation has been issued and 
a hearing set, the respondent may appear 
before the registration review panel person- 
ally or with counsel. 


5.2 The registration review panel may, if 
it is satisfied that the respondent was prop- 
erly served notice of the hearing and that the 
respondent does not intend or wish to be 
heard, proceed with the hearing in his ab- 
sence. 


5.3 The chairperson of the registration 
review panel, in the absence of a quorum, 
shall from time to time in the presence of the 
respondent, or in the respondent's absence, 
adjourn the hearing to a time and place cer- 
tain. An application for adjournment by the 
respondent or by the complainant shall be 
made in writing and be received by the 
chairperson of the registration review panel 
not less than 48 hours before the time set for 


the hearing. Upon being advised of the re- 
ceipt of an application for adjournment, the 
chairperson shall determine whether the ad- 
journment is to be granted or denied in ad- 
vance of the attendance of the parties. 


5.4 The evidence of witnesses shall be 
taken under oath and as provided in the 
British Columbia Evidence Act. 


5.5 The hearing shall be recorded by a 
person appointed for that purpose. 


5.6 At the hearing, the respondent is en- 
titled to hear the evidence against him, to 
cross-examine thereon, to call evidence on 
his behalf and to present argument. 


5.7 The Section or complainant is en- 
titled to call evidence, to cross examine the 
witnesses called by the respondent, and to 
present argument. 


Article 6. Decision of the Registration 
Review Panel or Council 


6.1 The registration review panel shall, 
immediately on completion of the hearing 
and reaching a decision based upon a two- 
thirds majority, report its findings and rec- 
ommendations in writing to the council. 


6.2 The council shall meet no later than 
21 days after receipt of the report from the 
registration review panel, and upon consid- 
ering the recommendations in the report, 
shall inform the respondent, the complain- 
ant if any, and the Board of the appropriate 
Section, in writing, of its decision. 

6.3 A decision of council under Article 
6.2 above shall be by a two-thirds majority. 


6.4 A respondent shall be notified of the 
decision of the council at his or her latest 
address appearing in the register. 


6.5 A decision of the council shall be 
effective 
(a) upon being delivered to the respond- 
ent, or 
(b) if sent by double registered mail, 
5 days from the date of mailing. 


6.6 A decision of the council may in- 
clude the ordering of costs against the re- 
spondent for 

(a) a recorder’s fees for attendance, 

(b) costs of transcripts, 

(c) cost of mailing, 

(d) costs of the hearing, 

(e) costs of registration review panel 

members. 


PART D. AMENDMENTS 
Article 1. Amendments to Regulations 


1.1 An amendment to these regulations 
shall be initiated by notice of motion. 


1.2 The notice of motion shall be in writ- 
ing, state the exact form of the proposed 
amendment, and be delivered to the Secre- 
tary. 

1.3 The notice of motion shall not be 
voted upon until the expiration of at least 30 
days after the notice has been received by 
the Secretary. 

1.4 A copy of the notice of motion shall 
be mailed to each member of the council not 
less than 7 days prior to the meeting at 
which the proposed amendment is to come 
up for adoption.

1. The improvement district shall be 
called and known by the name and style of 
“Bird Creek Improvement District.” 


2. The improvement district shall com- 
prise all that tract of land and foreshore and 
land covered by water described as follows: 
Commencing at the most northerly north- 
east corner of Lot 8257, Kootenay District; 
thence westerly and southerly along the 
northerly and westerly boundaries of said 
Lot 8257 to the southwest corner of Lot C of 
Lot 8257, Registered Plan 15174 on file in 
the Land Title Office, Nelson; thence east- 


erly along the southerly boundary of said 
Lot C, Plan 15174, to the southeast corner 
thereof; thence easterly in a straight line to 
the southwest corner of Lot 11 of Lot 8257, 
Registered Plan 11396; thence easterly and 
northerly along the southerly and easterly 
boundaries of said Lot 11, Plan 11396, to 
the most northerly corner thereof; thence 
northeasterly along the southeasterly 
boundaries of Lots | and 2 of Lot 8257, 
Registered Plan 14983, to the southeast cor- 
ner of said Lot 2, Plan 14983; thence north- 
easterly along the northeasterly prolonga- 
tion of the southeasterly boundary of Lot 2 
of Lot 8257, Plan 14983, to the point of 
intersection with the easterly boundary of 
Lot 8257; thence easterly in a straight line to 
the most westerly southwest corner of Lot A

3. The objects of the improvement dis- 
trict shall be the acquisition, maintenance 
and operation of works for waterworks pur- 
poses and all matters incidental thereto. 


4. There shall be 3 trustees of the im- 
provement district. 


5. The persons qualified to vote at the 
first election of trustees shall be Canadian 
citizens who are 19 years of age or older and 
are entitled to be registered as voters under 
the Election Act and are owners of land in 
the tract of land hereinbefore described, or 
are the authorized agent of any board or 
corporation that is an owner of such land, or 
legal representative of any owner of such 
land who has died, become insolvent or 
insane. The persons qualified to be candi- 
dates at the election shall be the persons 
qualified as aforesaid to vote and their wives 
and husbands. 


6. Glenda Audrey Grutzmacher, 49 
Greeks RRS Nelson’ Bee Ville sibs 
(352-9757) shall be Returning Officer for 
the first election of trustees. She shall call a 
general meeting of the persons who are 
qualified as aforesaid to vote and shall, at 
least 14 days before the date of the meeting, 
advertise in the local press and/or send to 
each of the said persons by ordinary first 
class mail, a notice signed by her giving the 
date, time and place of holding the meeting. 
The Returning Officer shall be chairman of 
the meeting, and subject to the provisions of 
clause 5, shall have the power to determine 
whether or not any person who desires to 
vote is qualified to do so. She shall have 
power to determine the procedure to be fol- 
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lowed at the meeting and the method of 
taking the votes. Each qualified voter shall 
be entitled to cast one vote for each of 3 
candidates. The Returning Officer shall de- 
clare the result of the election and shall 
notify the Inspector of Municipalities of the 
said result. 


7. The candidate elected as trustee for 
whom the greatest number of votes are cast 
at the general meeting called pursuant to 
clause 6 hereof shall hold office until the 
annual general meeting of 1987, the candi- 
date elected for whom the second greatest 
number of votes are cast shall hold office 
until the annual general meeting of 1986 and 
the candidate elected for whom the third 
greatest number of votes are cast shall hold 
office until the annual general meeting of 
1985, but should there be nominated no 
more than 3 candidates for the office of 
trustee, or should any 2 or more candidates 
receive an equal number of votes, then the 
Returning Officer shall have power to and 
shall declare which of the candidates are 
elected and which shall hold office until the 
next, the second, and the third succeeding 
annual general meetings respectively. 


8. All subsequent elections of trustees 
shall be held at the annual general meetings 
of the improvement district, and it shall be 
the duty of the trustees to call a general 
meeting to be held between January | and 
August 31 in each year, except 1984, for the 
following purposes: 


(a) to receive from the trustees a report 
on the conditions of the works and a 
statement of the financial condition 
of the improvement district; 


to discuss with the trustees any mat- 
ter relating to the works or finances of 
the improvement district; 


(c) to fix the remuneration of the trustees 
for the ensuing year; 


to elect a trustee or trustees to suc- 
ceed those whose terms of office ex- 
pire coincident with the holding of 
such annual general meeting, and to 
elect a trustee or trustees to fill any 
other vacancy or vacancies that has or 
have occurred or is or are about to 
occur among the trustees; 


(e) to choose the auditor for the ensuing 
year. 


9. A special general meeting may be 
called by the trustees at any time for the 
purpose of electing a trustee or trustees to 
fill any vacancy or vacancies among the 
trustees, or for the purpose of discussing 
with the owners any matter or matters which 
in the opinion of the trustees should be 
brought up at a general meeting. 


10. Atleast 14 days’ notice of every gen- 
eral meeting shall be given by a notice ad- 
vertised in the local press and/or sent by 
ordinary first class mail setting out the date, 
time and place of holding the meeting. 

11. The secretary shall enter in a book 
provided by the trustees for this purpose 
minutes of all matters brought before the 
meeting and the action taken thereon. At 
any general meeting every person shall be 
qualified to vote who is a Canadian citizen

and is 19 years old or older and is an owner 
of land in the improvement district, or the 
authorized agent of any board or corporation 
that is an owner of such land, or legal repre- 
sentative of any owner of such land who has 
died, become insolvent or insane, and is 
entitled to be registered as a voter under the 
Election Act. Every person qualified as 
aforesaid to vote and the wife or husband of 
any such person shall be qualified to be a 
candidate for trustee of the improvement 
district. In the event of the right of any 
person to vote at any general meeting being 
challenged, the Chairman shall have au- 
thority to determine whether or not such 
person is entitled to vote, and the Chairman 
may require such person to make and file 
with him a statutory declaration showing 
that the declarant is qualified as aforesaid to 
vote at such general meeting. Forthwith 
after the holding of a general meeting the 
trustees shall file with the Inspector of Mu- 
nicipalities a true copy of the minutes of 
such meeting and copies of all auditors’ re- 
ports and financial statements presented or 
discussed at the meeting.

taking of office of the first elected Council of 
the District of Tofino as incorporated by 
these Letters Patent, constitute the interim 
council of the municipality. 


5. The council of the municipality shall 
consist of a mayor and 6 aldermen. A 
quorum shall be 4 members. Nominations 
for positions on the new council shall be 
held on October 31, 1983, from 10 a.m. to 
12 noon, at a place to be determined by the 
Returning Officer in accordance with sec- 
tion 6 hereof and the poll, if required, shall 
be held on November 19, 1983, between the 
hours of 8 a.m. and 8 p.m., at a place or 
places as determined by the Returning Of- 
ficer. 


6. The election of the first council of the 
municipality shall take place at the time of 
the regular annual elections to be held in the 
year 1983 and for the purposes of the first 
election only the municipality shall be di- 
vided into zones as follows: 

Zone ]—that area of the municipality 
comprising The Corporation of the Vil- 
lage of Tofino as incorporated under 
former Letters Patent. 


Zone 2—that part of the municipality not 
within the Village of Tofino as incorpo- 
rated under former Letters Patent. 

7. For the purposes of the first election of 
council provision shall be made for election 
of a Mayor and six Aldermen as follows: 

(1) The election of a mayor by the elec- 
tors of the municipality at large who 
shall be nominated by 2 residents 
thereof to hold office on and from 
the date of the first meeting of coun- 
cil in 1983 until noon of the first 
Monday after December 1, 1985, or 
until his successor is sworn in.

council have been sworn in to make 
up a quorum. 

(3) The election of 4 aldermen by the 
electors of the area described as 
Zone | to paragraph 6 hereof, each 
of whom shall be a resident of the 
said zone and shall be nominated by 
2 residents of the zone; 2 shall be 
nominated for a one-year term of 
office and 2 for a 2-year term of 
office, and shall hold office on and 
from the date of hte first meeting of 
council in 1983 until noon of the 
first Monday after December 1, 
1984 and 1985, respectively, or until 
a sufficient number of members of 
council have been sworn in to make 
up a quorum. 

(4) All subsequent elections shall be at 
large. 


8. An advance poll, if required, shall be 
held at a place or places at a time or times as 
determined by the Returning Officer. 


9. The election of members of the first 
elected council of the municipality shall be 
conducted in the manner provided for an- 
nual elections under the Municipal Act, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided herein. 


10. The persons qualified to vote at the 

first election are 

(a) those persons who sign a poll book 
indicating that they hold the 
qualifications to vote at this poll, un- 
der the provisions of the Municipal 
Act; 

(b) a corporation the agent of which 
signs a poll book indicating that the 
corporation is eligible to vote at this 
poll under section 38 of the Munici- 
pal Act. 


11. The first meeting of the new council 
shall be held on December 5, 1983, at the 
Municipal Hall, Tofino, B.C. 


12. Notwithstanding section 263 of the 
Municipal Act, the council shall, at its first 
meeting, direct that a provisional budget be 
prepared for all or part of the year 1984. A 
copy of the provisional budget shall be sup- 
plied to each member of the council at the 
second meeting of council in 1984. The 
budget, as prepared or as altered by the 
council, shall be adopted not later than the 
fourth Monday after January |, 1984. 

13. Any bylaw which has been given 
first reading and having application to or 
effect within the municipality, the passage 
of which has been initiated by the Council of 
The Corporation of the Village of Tofino as 
incorporated under former Letters Patent, 
the trustees of the former Clayoquot Sound 
Waterworks District or the Regional Board 
of the Regional District of Alberni-Clayo- 
quot may be adopted by the council of the 
municipality, subject to the provisions of the 
Municipal Act and these Letters Patent, and 
shall upon adoption, for the purpose of para- 
graph 16 hereof, be deemed to be a bylaw of 
The Corporation of the Village of Tofino, as 
incorporated under former Letters Patent, 
the Clayoquot Sound Waterworks District, 
or of the Regional District of Alberni-Clayo- 
quot that initiated its passage.

soever either at law or in equity vested in or 
belonging to The Corporation of the Village 
of Tofino as incorporated under former Let- 
ters Patent, and Clayoquot Sound Water 
works District and the Regional District of 
Alberni-Clayoquot in respect of the area 
thereof contained within the municipality, 
vest in and belong to the municipality on 
and from the date of these Letters Patent. 


15. Nothing in these Letters Patent shall 
impair or affect the rights of any creditor of 
The Corporation of the Village of Tofino as 
incorporated under former Letters Patent, 
the Clayoquot Sound Waterworks District 
and the Regional District of Alberni-Clayo- 
quot, in respect of the area thereof contained 
within the municipality, and the munici- 
pality shall be liable for and subject to and 
shall pay, discharge and carry out and per 
form all the debts, liabilities, obligations 
and contracts of The Corporation of the Vil- 
lage of Tofino, as incorporated under former 
Letters Patent, the Clayoquot Sound Water- 
works District and the Regional District of 
Alberni-Clayoquot in respect to the 
aforesaid area, which were existing imme- 
diately before the issuance of these Letters 
Patent. 


16. (1) Subject to these Letters Patent 
each bylaw, regulation, contract restriction, 
right, resolution, order, licence and permit 
of whatsoever kind and description passed, 
made, enacted, entered into and granted, 
and in effect or in force in or issued to and by 
The Corporation of the Village of Tofino, as 
incorporated under former Letters Patent, 
shall remain in full force and effect in and 
for the municipality until it is repealed,

further period of time, if any, as may be 
directed by the Minister of Municipal Af- 
fairs, shall before adoption be approved by 
the Inspector of Municipalities.
